Conference Sites 

Conference Elects Daily Editor As 
Student Representative To Committee 

VANCOUVER, October 13. — Gordon Wassenhan, 
Editor-in-Chief of the McGill DAILY, has been elected a 
student representative to the National Committee of the 
World University Service of Canada. 



Election of the committee took 
place Sunday at the final plenary 
session of the WUS National 
Confsrcnce in Vancouver. McGill 
was represented at the confer- 
ence by K. J. 
Charles and 
Jamie Plant.

The campaign 
goal for this 
year's WUS international pro- 
gramme was set by the confer- 
ence at $20,000.

Canada, acting on the recom- 
mendation cf the International 
Committee, selected Israel, 
Egypt. India, Vietnam, and Japan 
for special aid this, year. 

The conference approved the 
West Indies as the site of the 
1050 Summer Seminar. Applic-

ations for students chosen by 
their local committees to attend 
the seminar must reach 'the 
national office by January 20, 
1950. Delegates must be Canadian 
citizens by birth or naturaliz- 
ation. McGill students interested 
may submit applications at a date 
to be announced later through 
the Daily. 

Seminar sites were also chosen 
for the next two years. Viet Nam 
was selected for the 1960 sem- 
inar, and Canada for the year 
following. 

. The conference was divided 
into four regional round table 
groups in which the regional 
committees discussed, their pro- 
grams both from the viewpoint 
of education and of relief. Del- 
egates said that WUS should not 
merely offer aid to foreign stu- 
dents and universities, but also 
give Canadian students an inter- 
esting program. The local com- 
mittees resolved to make a det- 
ermined effort to do this, and 
make Canadians more aware of 
the function and purpose of

McGill Tour Team Promotes Quebec 
As Mainstay Of Political Union 

Last Friday night at Redpath Hall, representatives 
from the Old and New Worlds engaged in a humorously 
satirical battle or words. Before a capacity audience, the 
Oxford Debaters, Thomas Griffiths and Brian Walden, and 
the McGill Debaters, Marvin Gameroff and Bryce Weir, 
attempted to resolve whether "The United States is the 

most important member of the British Commonwealth."

Treasurer of the McGill Stud- 
ents' Society, was arbitrator. 

Mr. Grlfftlis, taking Oxford's 
affirmative stand on the topic 
proposed the motion. He began 
by recounting humorous anecdo- 
tes dealing with Oxford and Eng- 
land. When discussing the trials 
and tribulations of 20thx:entury 
England, he stated: "India is 
gone,... the Irish... gone,... 
Dulles... arrived". In the rem- 
aining part of his speech, he 
spoke of his recent travels in 
America and about the things 
that impressed him as being 
characteristically American: Adv- 
ertising the ail-American "aver- 
age guy", and American family 
life. He then gave the floor to 
Gameroff. 

Gameroff opened his address 
by making some witty remarks 
about England, ^English Politics, 
and the Oxford Debaters. Foll- 
owing his introduction, he began 
to tell of Canada and how Que- 



bec was the "gristle and bone of 
Canada." It was then made quite 
-obvious that the McGill team 
believed Quebec to be the most 
Important member of the British 
Commonwealth. Among his proofs 
that Quebec is superior to the 
United States was the statement: 
"It is true that the U.S. has 
Faubus,... we don't,... McCarthy, 
...we don't,... Huey Long... 
we don't,... but put them all 
together, . . .then we haye him ! 
What is good for Hydro is good 
for Quebec". "In mentioning Ca. 
nada, he stated : "We are proud 
to have Canada as our neighbor, 
that parochial colony to our east 
and west." "Divided we stand, 
united we fall". Gameroff conc- 
luded, In the 18th century, 
England was the head of the 
Commonwealth, in the 19th the 
United States was, but now... 
now, Quebec is." 

To counteract Gameroff's arg- 
ument of Quebec's leadership in

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A Tale Of Two Cities 

I It is the best oftimes, it is the worst of times, it is the 
age of wisdom, it is the age of foolishness, it is 'the season 
of Light, it is the season of Darkness, it is the spring of 
hope, it is the winter of despair, it is the time of love, it 
is the time of hate. 

In an ancient citv across the seas, a great man died 
and was laid to rest in a holy place. They called him the 
Prince of Peace because his entire life had been dedicated 
to the service of God, peace and brotherly love. When he 
died, his simple message rang out around the world and all 
of humanity said that they had heard and understood it. 
It was a message for our time, for all times — love of 
one's fellow man, freedom for all, equality, justice and 
truth. 

On this side of the. ocean, a dynamite blast ripped 
through a holy place on Sunday and startled the world with 
a more immediate message. The explosion told a story of 
hatred, ignorance and bigotry. This was not the first time 
that the area had been rocked by dynamite and no one 
was really surprised. This week it was a temple, last Sun- 
day it had been a school. 

There is something almost ironic about the order of 
these bombings, first the school, then the temple. It follows. 
Once you have destroyed the school, the home of truth, 
where you learn about equality and brotherhood and jus- 
tice, then you are left with the intolerance and enmity that 
are born of ignorance. Once you have snuffed out the 
candle, you have chaos. Extinguish the light and you are 
left in Darkness. 

In Rome, Pope Pius XII. is dead and all the world 
mourns his passing. He symbolized all that is holy in man 
and his life was a message of peace, love and hope for all. 
But in Atlanta, Georgia, they didn't hear his message. In 
Clinton, Tennessee, he was ignored. These people were un- 
touched by any message of peace. It is difficult to hear an 
old man speak when you are busy blowing up a school. 



To AH Earth-Men 

That circular object, which some maintain is made of 
green cheese, has been the object of man's curiosity for a 
long time. Science has speculated and theorized as to its 
contents and. physical characteristics, and science fiction 
has landed there and found some very interesting pheno- 
mena. 

Last week man came closest yet to discovering the 
truth. He attempted to place a satellite into orbit around 
the moon, in much the same manner that Sputnik first re- 
volved around the Earth two years ago. 

Both these feats were accomplished by Earth-Men, yet 
many insist on separating these into some sort of divisions. 
The Earth satellite Sputnik was sent up by a brand of 
Earth-Men -called Russians, and the moon-rocket was sent 
up by some other kind of Earth-Men called Americans. 
The difference between these two seems to be their lan- 
guage and their ideas regarding who should own what 
among their people. Language of science, however, is com- 
mon to all Earth-Men, and as to who should own what — 
eome will always have more than others. 

The possibility of intèr-planetary travel, which is so 
close, must put a whole new slant on Earth-Man's think- 
ing. He will have to forget that divider of the Earth called 
nationalism. We will have to consider himself an inhabit- 
ant of the Earth as opposed to the Moon, Venus or Saturn. 

The Earth-Man, upon landing on the moon, would 
sound a little foolish were he to state to the moon people 
"I am an American". These subdivisions of the Earth, 
called states, just do not rate in the big picture of the Solar 
system. ' 

A parallel might be drawn in the existing state of af- 
fairs were a man from Canada to land in Peiking and 
calmly state "I am from Dorchester Street".

On United Nations. 

No one can wish success to [the 
United Nations] • * * with greater 
enthusiasm than he who has 
consciously striven to make the 
Christian and religious mentality 
reject modern war with its mons- 
trous means of conducting hostil- 
ities. — Christmas message, 1944. 

On Totalitarianism 

One of the vital require- 
ments in any community of hu- 
man beings- • • * is the perma- 
nent establishment of unity in the 
variety of its members. * * • Tota- 
litarianism can never meet that 
requirement, granting as it does 
to the civil power an unwarrant- 
ed scope • ' *. Equally unsatifac- 
tory • • • is that conception of 
civil power which may be termed 
"authoritarian," for this shuts 
out citizens from any effective 
share or influence in the forma- 
tion of the social will. Conse- 
quently it splits the nation into 
two categories, that of the rulers 
and that of the ruled, whose re- 
lations to each other are reduced 
to those of a purely mechanical 
kind, governed by force, or else 
based on purely biological consi- 
derations.— Oct. 2, 1945.

of Communication

not afford to spend it on military 
extravagances." Upon completion 
of his studies he Intends to go 
back with the intention of aiding 
his countrymen reach a higher 
standand of living.

discussion on Sunday seemed to 
be that medical education today 
U producing doctors who know 
a lot about illnesses of various 
kinds but do not know enough 
about human beings. 

Dr. Moll mentioned that the 
medical curriculum is so crowd- 
ed that the .addition of further 
courses concerned with the emot- 
ional content of illness is imp- 
ossible. 

ADDITIONS TO KNOWLEDGE 

"It has been stated that the 
factual additions to knowledge 
made by medical science in re- 
cent years have passed the ca- 
pabilities of even the best stu- 
dents to master in four years. 
There is no reason to suppose 
either that the important facts 
will become fewer or that an- 
other year or two could be added 
to the medical schools share in 
the preparation for medicine," 
he said. 

It is important to give medical 
students a general idea of psy- 
chiatric thought and to "em- 
phasize by discussion and demon- 
stration that psychiatric interest 
is inseparably linked up with 
each patient and with every state 
of illness and that psychiatric 
interest is inseparably linked up 
also with each normal individual 
and with every state of health, 
be it good or bad," Dr. Moll said. 

But, he concluded? "it is my 
belief that the presentation oi 
the available voluminous mate- 
rial in teaching psychiatry to 
medical students is not only im- 
possible but actually secondary 
to the aim of developing in the 
student insight in principles, 
coupled with a certain skill in 
working method.

Congress Effects 
Discussed By 
Ex-Correspondent 

Greg Billings, a correspon 
dent recently returned from the 
Soviet Union, will speak before 
the Socialist Society on Wednes- 
day. 

Mr. Billings has travelled ex- 
tensively in the U.S.S.R., visiting 
Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania, Arme- 
nia, Georgia, Azerbaijan, and 
particularly the Ukraine. He 
contributed to numerous Ukrai- 
nian Canadian publications, in- 
cluding "Ukrainian Life" and 
"Ukrainian Word". 

EYE WITNESS 

He was an eye-witness at the 
20th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party of February, 1956, 
where Nikita Khrushev delivered 
his now-famous address denounc- 
ing Joseph Stalin. That speech 
began the "de-Stallnization drive" 
which Mr Billings will discuss. 
He will speak on the topic "The 
Effects of the 20th Congress on 
the Soviet Union".
